With Mayor 8. Parsons rising from a hospital bed 
to cast his vote, City Council yesterday approved the 
Detwiler plan to build a $28,000,000 shopping, car- 
parking and entertainment centre in the heart of 
Edmonton, 

The vote was 6 to 4.

The reason this complaint is just is 
mot that the United States requires any 
great voluine of assistance to eventually 

the disturbance in Korea and stem 
advance of Russian communism but 
that the imperialistic ambitions of Russia 
will be more readily set down if Russia is 
made to realize that all the democratic 
World is in arms against those ambitions. 

Russie must be made to see that her 
Puppets are facing, not 2 few American 
soldiers marching under the blue banner 
of the UN, but all the forces of all the 
world marching under the flag of world 
freedom. 

To speak plainly, there are those in 
Canada, as in Europe, who recall with 
some resentment how the United States 
hesitated from 1914 to 1917 when the fate 
of the world was in the balance end how 
they hestitated again from 1939 to 1941 
when world freedom was even more seri- 
ously menaced. 

That resentment should y no part 
in present policies. It would be suicidal 
to permit it to do so. 

This is no time for any petty attempts 
to even scores or to throw the whole bur- 
den on the shoulders of the Americans 
as the Americans permitted it to fall on 
the shoulders of the Brittsh in 1940. 

Indeed, knowing that the slowness of 
the Americans to enter the First and Sec- 
ond World Wars prolonged those struggles

more eager that such an error be not re- 
peated on their own -

These things are not said tc cause 
panic. They are not said to frighten the 
democracies into action. 

But they do make very clear a fact 
that everyone must face, that unless the 
democracies present a strong united front 
in Korea, the communist enemy will ex- 
tend his aggressions. 

There is a good chance that the 
struggle can be confined to Korea if Rus- 
sia realizes that the democratic nations 
are standing together against this experi- 
mental blow. 

But if the Russians are led to believe 
that the Americans are to carry the bur- 
den alone, there is an equal chance that 
they may try their luck at achieving world 
conquest. 

Hitler was emboldened to march against 
Europe because he was assured that the 
United States would not fi and that 
the British dominions would not support 
the United Kingdom. 

It would be a great pity if the holding 
back of the democracies led Stalin into a 
similar error of judgment, 


Is Edmonton Pushed Around? 


The Canadian department of customs 
geems to have adopted an extraordinary 
attitude towards Edmonton when, on the 
heels of an announcement that the Ed- 
monton airport will be closed as a port of 
customs entry unless Edmonton pays the 
cost of customs accommodations there, 
comes an order from Ottawa forbidding 
local customs officers to make inspections 
of bonded railway cars in outi areas. 

The new order, The Bulletin is in- 
formed, prohibits customs officers from 
making their inspections of bonded cars 
in north Edmonton, the west end and the 
South side. 

Shipments spotted for delivery at pri- 
vate sidings in these three areas must 
taken downtown for customs inspection, 
Says the new order. 

It is obvious that this regulation will 
occasion serious delay in the delivery of 
goods in this city. It will add materially to 
the costs of merchandising and manufac- 


turing. 

Surely the customs department here 
is not so understaffed that everything 
must be brought into a centralized spot 
for its convenience. 

And surely the time of customs inspec- 


tors is not worth more than the loss taken 
by merchants through this senseless 
juggling around. 

Government departments exist to 
serve the public, not to inconvenience the 
mes But there is precious little service 

this new arrogant attitude adopted by 
the customs department. 

This new order is objectionable in the 
further sense that it does not seem to 
apply to other Canadian centres with + 
similar geographic lay-out. 

It does not apply in Calgary, nor in 
Moose Jaw, nor Toronto. 

The fact that Edmonton appears to be 
singled out for this inconvenience almost 
gives rise to the suspicion that somebody 
im & position of authority in the customs 
department is intent upon pushing this city * 
around.

Y-Cross Ranch, High River, 
Alta —Several times in the last 
couple of days, talking with Joe 
Bews, I found myself thinking 
of business friends of mine in 
the city in whose badge of success 
is the duodenal ulcer. 

Joe seems to have found both 
success and a deep contentment, 
rarely wedded in the city, and 
found it in the company of 
cattle. Sort of makes you wonder 
if the titanic brain work of the 
big town and its path to a milk- 
and-crackers diet, is worth it ¢ll. 

Joe is a powerfully built man 
of 44 with sloping shoulders, a 
long torso and a big-featured 
face darkened by sun and wind. 

But the outstanding feature 
of Joe Brews is a gentleness 
that you find only in strong 
men. A rancher friend of his 
said to me, “Joe is the nicest 
doggone guy you will ever 
meet” and he was a ‘hundred 


* percent right. 


He speaks in a voice as mod- 
ulated as any I heard in the 
Welsh Rhonda Valley, where 
everyone has his head slightly 
cocked to hear the other fellow. 
If there were more Joe Bews 
in the world we'd need fewer 
guns. 

I suspect that such a serene 
character comes in part from 
environment. The rancher's life 
demands a good deal of pa 
tience, long hours alone on a 
pony amid scenery that just 
naturally make any man a little 
better man. Whatever it is, its 
a shame to use it exclusively 
on cattle, 

With . 
Cattle 

The story of Joe's life is all 
roped up with cattle. 

In his younger days when he 
Was sowing some moderately 
wild oats the was best-dressed 
cowboy three years in a row at 
the High River stampede) he 


met his vivacious wife, Jose- 
phine, and cattle played cupid. 
The farmhouse where Jose- 


phine lived was on the route 
when he drove his beef from 
the fovthills into town. The pro- 
cedure was to stop at the farm 


for coffee and that was how 
the romance began. 
His most ambitious holiday 


was a 10-day trip to Chicago, 
an expedition on which he was 
accompanied by a train load of 
helfers and steers. 

The other day, discussing a 
man with certain shortcomings, 
Joe observed sadly. “He just 
doesn't seem to know one cow 
from another.” It was #bout as 
harsh a criticism as Joe Bews 
ever voiced. 

His respect for cattle is part- 
ly aesthetic, partly economic. 
He has an abiding faith in his 


“Hang on to a cow's tail,” he 
says, “and she'll puli you 
threugh every time.” 

From the time he was able 
to walk Joe has been at home 
in the saddle. He's proud that 
his sons are following in his 
path, The oldest boy, Billy, 
who is 12, not only rides as if 
he were a part of his pony, 
but can handle Joe's big truck 
like an expert. Ten-year-old 
Nora and five-year-old Tommy 
both have ponies of their own 
and ride over the range in 
much the same way as suburb- 
an city kids pedal bicycles down 
the block. 

He could sell now at from $25 
to $30 an acre (Joe's father, 
Jimmy, paid $3 an acre in 
1909), but, he asks, why sell? 

“I can't think of any other 
life I'd enjoy as much as this,” 
he says, “or any that would be 
better for the children. I guess 
Yl retire some day and Billy 
will take over from me, like I 
took over from my Dad. I've 
always loved cattle and horses, 
Be lost without ‘em.” 


On Your 
Own 


Ranching is anything but an 
easy life and Joe's days and 
years follow a firm pattern, The 
part of the cycle he enjoys bes is 
he says. “The snow is gone, the 
the spring. 

“That's like the start of things,” 
grass is starting to get tall and 
the little calves are coming. 
Everything seems right then.” 

The days begin at dawn and 
a whopping breakfast of por- 
ridge, bacon and eggs, toast and 
coffee, Joe's first job most morn- 
ings is to bring in the horses. 
A “jingle pony” is kept in the 
corral and used to round up the 
others grazing outside. If the day 
cal's for some herding of cattle, 
he'll use his favorite, “Dandy,” 
an educated bay horse with what 


Joe calls “cow sense.” 
In describing his work Joe 
may mention some unusual 


event such as the Cesarean oper- 
ation he performed recently, sav- 
ing the calf, but not the mother 

“You have to rely on your own 
resources most of the time,” Joe 
says, “and I reckon that’s a gocd 
thing for a man. It's really why 
I want my kids to grow up on the 
ranch. There's a lot to be said for 
city life, I guess, but out here you 
learn to live by yourself and 
to take care of yourself and 
that’s good for e man.” 

I'm inclined to think that's 
an understatement. Meeting Joe 
Bews and some of the other cattle 
men in these parts, my wife 
and I agree, has beea like dis- 
covering a lost tribe of well- 
adjusted men.

Imports Hit 
Record High | 
Peak In May 


OTTAWA, July 14—(CP)—Lana- 
dian imporis hit an all-time monthly 
peak in May, and at the same time 
exports to the United States 
touched a new record 

The high of $177,200,000 in exports 
to the US. resulted in Canada’s 
adverse trade balance with that 
country being slashed to $18,300,000 
re ny Eom compared with last 
year’s May debit of $49,100, 
$22,900,000 for April me 

The month's trade set records in 
several directions. The imports both 
from the United States and the 
United Kingdom set new marks 
along with those of all foreign 
groups of countries and all com- 
Monwealth groups except Oceania 

The grand total of imports was 
$290,200,000, compared with $230, 
900,000 in April and $250,500,000 in 
May of 1949 


$600,000 ADVERSE 

Total exports for the month were 
$289,600,000, leaving an adverse bal- 
ance of $600,000 for the month, 
against $21,900,000 in the preceding 
month and a credit balance of 
$25,100,000 in May, 1949 

For the five months up to the 
end of May, total value of imports 
was $1,170,600,000, slightly up from 
the $1,158,900,000 of the same period 
of 1949. 

Domestic exports were valued at 
$1,141,400,000, compared with $1,- 
169,600,000 and foreign exports were 
$14,900,000 compared with $11,500,- 
000 

That left, for the first five months 
an adverse balance of $14,300,000 
against a credit balance of $22,200,- 
000 in the same period last year.

“When my turn came, it hap- 
pened that I had very similar cards. | 
I put down three eights with a 
duce and three nines with a deuce. 

“Please advise just what my 
partner should do when her next 
turn comes. I interpreted the rules 
to mean that she would not be 
compelled to discard any further 
from the table, and also that her 
cards exposed on the table could 
be added to my meld. Is this true 
or false? 

“Is my partner supposed to take 
up her cards and put them back 
into her hand? Or does she add 
them to my meld? If she is per- 
mitted to add them, what method 
should she use? May she put only 
one card on my melds at a time, 
or may she put them all there at 
one play?”

This is a subject that confuses a 
great many players. The best way 
to remember what you can do and 
what you can't do with penalty 
cards is to imagine that they're 
still in your hand instead of being 
face wp on the table. Of course, 
that's just imagination; you can't 
actually pick them up and put 
them back in your hand. 

Now, what can you do with 
cards that are in your hand’ when 
your partner makes a legal meld? 
When your turn comes, you may 
add one or more cards from your 
hand to your partner's melds.
